á Bn encouragement of agriculture, in 
conjunction with other industries in 
Ireland, has always been the aim of the 
Royal Dublin Society. At the Society’s 
Spring Show and Saorstat Industries Fair, 
which opens to-day at Ballsbridge, this 
function of the old Royal Dublin Society 
is exemplified in the large and varied 
collection of exhibits, agricultural and 
otherwise. 

' Were it not for the pedigree stock-breed- 
iig industry, this particular event would 
not be held.) It affords those who keep 
pure-bred flocks and herds an opportunity 
of showing the weneral public what the 
country cau produce. It can be said with 
confidence that pedigree stock-breeding in 
this eountry is maintaining its old position. 
In some respects an improvement is 
evident, and this would be more decided 
if tariff difficulties between Great Britain 
and the Free State were adjustéd. 


THE EXHIBITS 

On entering the Main Hall visitors 
cannot fail to be impressed by the lay-out 
of the stands. These are arranged in 4 
way which makes for freedom of movement 
without crowding—a feature which should 
benefit trade exhibitors. It is also remark- 
able to notice the care which has been 
taken in the staging of the different 
exhibits. 

In addition to such products as 
fertilisers, feeding-stuffs, farm seeds and 
other articles, more or less directly con- 
nected with agriculture, the trade exhibits 
make a wide human appeal. They include 
many branches of industry which would, 
in other days, be regarded as appealing 
only to women. Now, they are part and 
parcel of the Dublin Spring Show, which 
attracts as big, if not as fashionable, a 
gathering of people from the-country as 
the Horse Show. It attracts, in short, 
most of the people who are determined to 


| make a living from the land, come what 


may, and it has, therefore, attained a posi- 
tion of prime importance. 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEME 


It will be noticed that one exhibitor 
believes in the golden sheep as a mascot 
ns distinct from the golden calf. Another 
“display which should have an attraction, 
especially for Dublin people, is that in 
eonnection with the Poulaphouca hydre 
electric scheme. 

A brewery vat and fire brigade station 
mark the entrance to the saachinery 
paddock, which, on this occasion, is 
crowded to capacity, not only with heavy 
agricultural machinery, motor.’buses and 
cars, but with a varied collection of road 
making and building material. 

The new Serpentine Hall is a spacious 
and well-lighted structure, which helps 
those instalied in it to display their wares 
to the best advantage. Its erection became 
necessary owing to the Sete demand 


in the Saorstat, and to the fact that those 
who had previously been showing in the 
Saorstat Hall of Industries retained their 
positions.- When the showyard gates open 
to-day all the trade exhibits will appear 
spick and span. Painters, carpenters, 
fitters and window-dressers will all have 
done their work, and the result will be a 
tasteful blend of colour and general 
arrangement.

POULTRY AND BUTTER 


Poultry and butter exhibits are housed. 
as usual, in the new Pembroke Hall, and 
will, doubtless, attract an interested 
gathering when judging is completed. 

Several changes will be observed in the 
exhibit staged by the Department of Agri- 
culture in conjunction with the Faculty 
of Agriculture, University College, Dublin. 
Small boys and adults who delight in any- 
thing mechanical are certain to collect 
in large numbers round the section 
of the exhibit devoted to potatoes, 
one of the farm crops which this country 
can grow really well. Here will be seen a 
model railway showing seed potatoes being 
carried from Athlone to Dublin, and motor 
lorries transporting seed potatoes from 
Donegal to various points indicated on the 
map. Another map indicates the location 
of the twenty-four widely separated 
countries, including Great Britain, in 
which Free State seed potatoes are being 
used successfully. Cyprus looks a smal] 
place on the map, but it is a sure market 
for a thousand tons of Up-to-dates, crown 
on bog soil, if we could supply it. Some 


3500 tons of Up-to-dates have been sent to 


Palestine, and more would probably be 


taken if available. 


In the section devoted to land reclama- 
tion in the Gaeltacht it will be found that 
since the scheme of grants for reclamation 


was put into operation four years ago, | 


9,700 acres have been reclaimed at a cost 


to the State of £4 8s. 4d. per acre. There 
are about 300,000 acres of waste land 
capable of economic reclamation in the 
Gaeltacht, and if eyen half this area were 
made productive at a similar cost, it would 
go a long way towards solving the difficul- 


, 


ties of “ congests.’’

HOME-GROWN APPLES 


Another new feature is the exhibit of 
home-grown apples, which have been kept 


in cold storage. Next to this is a fine dis- 
lay of onions, to show what can be done 
á good cultivation. Another exhibit 
shows how the onions can be grown com- 
mercially. With aid from the Department 
of Agriculture 40 small tomato houses 
have been erected in the Saorstat during 
the past two or three years, while no 
fewer than 250 tomato houses were built 
throughout the Irish Free State last year 
alone. 

The importance which the Department 
of Agriculture attaches to the country’s 
egg trade is demonstrated by the poultry 
and egg display, which is headed by the 
legend: ‘‘ Saorstat hens hold world’s 
record for egg-production and for health,’’ 
a claim which is supported by figures. 


COUNTRY CRAFTS 

The Members’ Hall ig devoted to a dis- 
play vf country crafts, arranged in co- 
operation with the Irish oe 
Society. Here workers from all over Ire- 
land will be gathered together weaving 
the homespuns, fashioning wrought iron, 
turning wooden dishes, making baskets, 
chairs, toys, lace, embroidery and pottery. 

In the Hall also will be shown a series 
of educational films in connection with 
which the Royal Dublin Society’s new 
sound film will be used for the first time. 

During the afternoon there will be a 
series of Saorstat military displays, in- 
cluding mounted vaulting, and special 
exercises by the Army “ Sokol ' gymnastic 
team; a jumping competition over the 
course, and two sheep-driving and penning 
demonstrations by international champion 
sheep dogs.

MANY CHANGES 
sm — G&-— — 


Visitors to the jumping enclosure at the 
Spring Show this week will notice that 
several changes have been made in the 
positions of the jumps. The Double Bank, 
the most important jump on the course. 
has been placed in front of the judges’ 
stand, where the water jump originally 
was, and the latter has been moved to the 
position previously occupied by a pair of 
gates, and will now be the last jump. 

The reasons for the. change are twofold. 
First, the Double Bank is the all- 
important one, and should be in the easy 
view of all the spectaters. Second, in the 
position it previously occupied the horses 
came at it too soon after making the bend ; 
now they will come at it straight. The 
pair of gates are now in the old position 
of the Double. In the rebuilding of the 
bank and the levelling of the ground on 
the take-off and landing sides 120 tons of 
material was used, and it is expected that 
the reconstructed course, which will be 
used during Horse Show Week as well as 
this week, will be a big improvement on 


the old one.

HOLYHEAD

In 1861, at the age of thirteen, Sir John 
said, he left Holyhead and nt the next 
seven years at Eftlish schools and Dublin 
University, where he began his engineering 
training. After a short service in Co. Antrim 
he spent forty-two years’ service in the Port 
oí Dublin. 


THE PEAT INDUSTRY 


In. the early severties he was struck by 
the large quantity of peat litter imported 
from Holland and landed on the iblin 
guavs. How Holland was able to compete 
for the sypply of peat moss litter against the 
best bogs in Ireland was a great puzzle to 
him until he visited Holland and saw the 
systematic way in which the peat industry 
wrs carried on and how the difficulties 
of winning and transport were met. It was 
only fair to say that the Government had of 
late shown much greater interest in the pro- 
blems connected with the use of peat for fuel 
than had been done officially for a very long 
time, 

When the lecturer entered the service of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board as an 


two berths outside the Custom House, where 
a vessel drawing 12 feet of water couid he 
afloat at all states of the tide, and all cross- 
Channel passenger and goods services could 
only enter and leave the port when the tide 
suited.

30 feet in the Alexandra Basin. 


MAIL BOAT SERVICE 


Sir John Griffith recounted the history of 
the mail boat service, and referred to the 
establishment of the Shannon hydro electrical 
scheme. He said that he did not think he 
would act fairly to his colleagues on the 
Water Power Resources Commission unless 
he attempted to give a reason for recom- 
mending the Liffey for the first development 
of water power in Ireland in. preference to 
the Shannon. He proceeded to quote at 
length from his Jecture before the Royal 
Dublin Society in 1922 on the water 
resources of Ireland several years before the 
Shannon scheme was formulated. The Liffey 
power scheme was one of the most attractive 
he had met with, and as an economical 
problem could net be challenged.

CORPORATION-E.S.B. -

Berges Corporation last night passed 
a resolution putting into effect the 
arrangement between the Corporation and 
the Electricity Supply Board, through 
which a scheme for the supply of twenty 
millions gallons of water daily to the city 
from a reservoir at Poulaphouca will be 
undertaken. 

Mr. T. Kelly moved the report of the 
Waterworks Committee, which provided 
for the payment of £126,000 by the 
Corporation in liquidation of all liabili- 
ties, immediate and future, in connection 


the reservoir works and for the withdrawal 
‘by the Corporation of water therefrom. 

The report stated also that the Com- 
mittee regarded it as essential that the 
agreement to be entered into between the 
Electricity Supply Board and the Corpora- 
tion should stipulate a date by which the 
works to be undertaken by the Board 
would be advanced to such a stage as 
would enable the Corporation to draw the 
water as required. 


THE COST 


The report mentioned that the cost of 
the entire proposed Poulaphouca water- 
works undertaking, including the- con- 
tribution of £126,000, was estimated by 
the acting City Engineer at £809,000. 
It was understood, however, that some of 
the works included im the estimate could 
be dealt with in stages as the demand 
for water increased. a 

Mr. O'Kelly also moved that the city 
seal by affixed to the necessary documents 
in connection with the scheme. He said 
that the history of the Dublin water 
supply went back to the thirteenth 
century. In 1775 the Dodder was the 
principal source of supply.. After that 
the Grand Canal came into service, and 
had remained as the source of supply until 
the Vartry river came to . a 
1906 £130,000 had been sought for. the 
purpose of making an additional supply 
to the city, but actually £300,000 had 
been spent. before the job had been com- 
pleted. All those efforts had not succeeded 
in taking away from the Council and the 
citizens the trouble of procuring a suit- 
abse water supply. The problem now had 
become a very serious one, and it was 
because of the seriousness of it that the 
report was necessary. The Corporation, 
under the terms of the agreement with 
the Electricity Board, would y 
£126,000. They were told by the Gity 
Manager and by. the City Engineer that 
this sum would save the Corporation from 
the necessity and expense of introducing 
a special bill to provide for a water 
supply scheme of their own. They also 
‘told them that the .Corporation would 
escape the necessity of constructing a dam 
and other costs in connection with corh- 
pensation, as well as other chafges. If 
they avoided all that expense, they were 
doing very well in the bargain; but he 
had a reservation that they should have 
been compelled to pay nothing, having 
regard to recent transactions between the 
Corporation and the Electricity Board, 
through which the latter body had taken 


over their principal asset. 


HOUSING SCHEMES 


Mr. O’Kelly said that, having regard to 
the extensive building operations in the 


water supply would be of great advantage. 
He had seen it stated in the Press that 
immediately the scheme would be started 
there would be thousands of men put to 
work in connection with it. That was not 
so. The scheme would require four or 
five years to complete, while the work in 
connection with the 
would not be completed until 1950. 
Concluding, he paid a tribute to Mr. 
Chance, the Corporation engineer, who 
had done great work in connection with 
the project during the short time in which 
he was in charge. He had brought the 
matter to a head and had shown great 
energy and great brain power. As Mr. 
Chance had ‘paid a compliment to Mr. 
Burke, one of his officials, he (speaker) 
associated him with the tribute. 


MATTER OF URGENCY 


Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said that he did 
not see why the work, which was a matter 
of urgency, could not be completed in 
eighteen months, and many more men 
than was proposed employed during the 
period. They should think of the greater 
city growing on the outskirts of Dublin, 
and provide an adequate supply of water 
at the earliest possible moment. The 
Board of Assistance was paying assistance 
to thousands of able-bodied men, who 
could be absorbed at once on the scheme.

They already had given 
to the Board a gift of what was stated to 
be £25,000,000.

Mr. J. J. Byrne said that he could not, 
visualise what the future needs of the city 
in regard to water might be, but if at the 
end of fifty years the supply should prove 
insufficient they would have to pay any 
price which the Electricity Supply Board 
might demand.

R. CHAMBERLAIN (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer) tabled the following 
resolution for the appointment ~of a 
tribunal to inquire into the Budget *‘ leak- 
age ” in the House of Commons last night : 
é“ Tribunals of Inquiry (Evidence 
Act, 1921—That it is dient 
that a tribunal be established for 
inquiring into a definite matter 
of urgent public importance ; that 
is to say, whether, and, if so, in 
what circumstances, and by what 
persons, any unauthorised dis- 
closure was made of information 
relating to the Budget for the 
present year; or any use made of 
any such information for the pur-. 
poses of private gain.” 

The Tribunal will have all the powers, 
rights and privileges which are vested in 
the High Court, or, in Scotland, the Court 
of Sessions, or a judge of either Court, 
regarding the attendance and examination 
of witnesses and the compelling of the 
production of documents. - 

The Act provides that if any person 
summoned as a witness fails to attend, or, 
being in attendance, refuses to produce 
any document that is in his power or 
control and is required by the Tribunal, or 
if. he does any other thing which in a 
court of law would have been contempt of 
Court, the Chairman of the Tribunal may 
certify the offence to the High Court, and 
the Court may deal with the offender as 
if he had been guilty of contempt of Court. 

The Tribunal has power to authorise the 
representation before it Of interested 
parties by counsel or solicitor, or to refuse 
to allow such representation. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
STATEMENT 


LEAKAGE MIGHT HAVE 


TAKEN PLACE 


In reply to Sir Hugh Seely (Liberal), 
in the Náis of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain said that the Chair- 
man of Lioyds saw him on Friday last, 
and gave him a verbal report on his 
enquiry relating to the alleged leakage of 
Budget secrets. The Chairman of Lloyds 


| had not been able to carry the enquiry far 


enough to elucidate the matter thoroughly, 
but the evidence he had collected. was of 
such a character as to indicate that leak- 
age might have taken place. 

As i have already stated, said Mr. 
Chamberlain, His Majesty’s Government 
are anxious that this matter should be 
probed to the bottom—(cheers)—and 
accordingly they have decided to set Le a 
Judicial Tribunal, presided over by a igh 
Court Judge, with two other persons who 
will be eminent members of the Bar, and 
to apply to that Tribunal the Trtbunal 
Inquiry (Evidence) Act, 1921, which will 
be clothed with the necessary powers. For 
this purpose a resolution in each House 
of Parliament is required. I am tabling 
such a resolution to-day, so that it will 
appear on the Order Paper to-morrow. 

Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition)— 
Why has this method been chosen instead 
of the method of the Select Committee, 
which is more usual in a matter of this 
kind? It is not a matter of ascertaining 
the law, but of ascertaining certain facts 
which affect the honour—it may be—of the 


Government, and concern everybody in this. 


House. 

Mr. Chamberlain—I would remind the 
honourable gentleman that on Thursday 
last his own suggestion was for a Com- 
mission. Mr. Chamberlain went on to 
quote from the official report a passage 
in Mr. Attlee’s question containing the 
words: “ Is it not desirable that a Com- 
mission, with full powers to obtain ew- 
dence, should be set up at once?’’ 

There were Ministerial cheers, and Mr. 
Chamberlain added: ‘‘I took it at the 
time that Mr. Attlee had in mind the 
same considerations as those which have 
actuated His Majesty’s Government— 
namely, that in a matter of this kind it 
was desirable that an inquiry should be 
undertaken by a body of a judicial 
character accustomed to weigh evidence, 
with a knowledge of the rules of evidence, 
and free from any possible suspicion of 
partiality. 

Mr. Attlee—Wtih regard to the question 
of what I stated, I certainly used the 
word “ committee.” 
reported as “ commission.” I would ask 
the Chancellor why this consideration, if 
it is so overpoweringly against a Select 
Committee, was not applied in previous 
eases, notably those which occurred in 1912 
and 1913, before the war. 

Mr. Chamberlain—The cases which 
occurred previously were exactly in point. 
They show how very undesirable it was 
that this kind of matter should be investi- 
gated by a Select Committee of the House 
of Commons, where one cannot be quite 
certain that all members will be strictly 
impartial.

IMPORTS INTO FREE 
STATE 


BIG REDUCTIONS 


Reductions in the imports of a large 
number of articles, ranging from 7 per cent. 
to 94 per cent., between the years 1931 and 
1935, are revealed in the annual :eport of the 
National Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Association, which has just 
been published. In the amount of wheaten 
flour imported there has been a decrease of 
94 per cent. in the four years, while in other 
cereals and manufactures there has been a 
decrease of 81 per cent. Agricultural 
machinery shows a reduction of 79 per cent. 
and furniture. a veduction of 63 per cent. 
There has been a reduction of 66 per cent. 
in the amount of sugar imported into the 
Free State during the four years. Clothing, 
apparel, stationery, , , perfumery and 
cosmetics, paints, ehamels and polishing 
preparations show import reductions of not 
less than fifty per cent. 

Hundreds of inquiries; the report states, 
had been received from all parts of the world 
as to the types of Irish products available, 
including inquiries from Chicago, Germany, 
Poland, France, Sweden, Gibraltar and 
Singapore. A large number of samples of 
tweed also had been sent to importers in 
America. )
